Introduction. 

No  book  in  tlie  New  Testament  exhibits  more  Rraphicallv  the  magnitude 
an.I  vanc-ty  ..t  t!io  prnMnns  wliidi  Cliristianitv  lia.l  to  face  in  it>  effort 
to  subdue  tlic  ancient  world  to  itself,  than  tlu-  first  q.i.tk-  of  Paul  t..  tlu- 
Corinthians.  Corinth  xvas,  in  a  very  real  sense,  the  meeting  place  of  eaM 
an  1  west.  ...  thoir  commerce  and  their  thoi^ght.  Of  the  brilliant  ami  beau- 
titul  city.  It  has  iKcn  said  that  "in  her  quicklv  pulsing  life,  in  her  luvurv 
and  vice,  she  may  be  described  as  the  I'aris  of  the  ancient  world."  The 
atmosphere  ot  (ireecc  lies  about  the  epistle:  the  eager  mind  is  here  that 
discusses  an.I  ,|ue.tions  ihe  resurrection  (xv.  12),  the  spirit  of  faction  is 
here  that  cur-ed  the  ancient  democracies,  and  that  now  threaten,  to  rend 
the  church  with  party  cries;  the  lai^'e  and  tolerant  outlook  is  iiere  an.I  the 
deep  an.I  vivid  interest  i„  life  and  its  problems.

The  gift-*  often  contributed  to  display  rather  than  to  edifica- 
tion, and  the  vv-r-hip  -enm-d  !o  he  that  of  a  Cod  lu^t  of  peace,  but  of  con- 
fnsiim :  so  nnuh  so  that  an  ignorant  or  uncharitable  stranger  stepping  into 
the  nuetinj;  would  at  certain  moments  !«  inclined  to  believe  that  the  wor- 
.shippers  were  mad  ( xiv.  23).  Even  the  women,  smitten  with  the  emancipa- 
tinjr  spirit  ..f  the  new  reli^'ion.  were  beninninR  to  forget  the  decorum  wliich 
every  self-respecting  Creek  woman  was  expected  to  observe  in  public 
(xi.  5  ff.). 

Only  a  man  "f  nmiMial  ver-ati!ity  wcmld  have  been  able  to  deal  i  ffectively 
with  Mich  a  situation  as  that  j.resented  by  Corinth.  The  i)rob!eins  which 
clamored  fnr  snltition  were  botV  •>ractical  and  speculative.  Out  of  the  con- 
fusion iire-eiite.i  by  those  vivid  and  complex  elements  of  Creek  life,  a  world 
..f  order  li.i.l  to  l)e  create.I :  aii<l  the  nimble  Creek  intellect  would  expect  to 
be  sati-fied  with  a  specnlaiive  s<»lution  of  its  diflficttltics.  Tn  both  these 
<lirections  the  greatness  of  TruI  is  manifest,  and  be  more  than  justifies  hi . 
claim  to  l>c  all  thin.';-  to  men  lix.  .'Ji  -a  C.reek  to  tlie  Creeks  no  le->s 
than  a  lew  t»>  the  Jews.  In  this  coimection.  the  collocation  of  chs  xv.  and 
xvi.  is  very  striking.  As  at  Athens  ( .\cts  xvii.  32)  so  at  Corinth,  difficul- 
ties were  feh  about  the  resurrection  (i  Cor.  xv.  !_•).  In  an  arfjnment  of 
much  i)ower  ami  elxiuence.  which  shows  his  great  constructive  intellect. 
I'aul  answers  those  difficulties,  and  then  in  the  very  next  breath,  begins  to 
deal  in  the  most  practical  way  with  the  question  of  the  collection  (xvi.). 
The  early  days  of  Christianity  luede.l  ,1  threat  or^ani^ing  genius —  one  who 
could  organize  thoughts  and  affairs  and  mtii  —  and  such  a  man  they  found 
m  I'aul. 

Yet  he  w mid  not  him-elf  have  six.ken  of  genius,  but  of  grace;  it  was  by 
the  grace  of  Cod  that  lie  was  what  he  was.  and  did  what  he  iHd  ( xv.  10). 
In  this  epistle  we  get  a  few  glimpses  of  his  unique  career.  He  thinks  with 
sorrow  of  the  <lays  in  which  he  persecuted  the  church  of  Cod  (xv.  (>).  but 
bv  the  infinite  grace  of  that  C.od  whose  church  he  bad  persecuted  he  is 
now  an  apostle  —  imleed  an  apostle  by  a  triple  right:  first,  because  he  has 
seen  the  Lord  (ix.  i,  cf.  xv.  8):  secondly,  because  his  work  has  been 
crowned  with  .success  (ix.  2)  :  lastly,  because  be  has  suffered  for  Jesus'  sake. 
The  last  .nr.gtuuent  is  elaborated  in  the  second  epistle,  but  this  epistle  also 
ilescribes  the  hardshii)s  which  he  bad  to  Ix'ar  for  the  gospel's  sake  —  himgry 
ami  thirsty,  naked  and  bruised,  hunted  and  doomed,  a  spectacle  to  men  and 
angels  ( iv.  '>-i.O  1''-  uiission  iu  life  is  to  i)reach — that  is  why  he  was 
"sent"  (i.  17)  ;  ami  this  he  docs  with  passion  but  with  simplicity,  without 
rhetorical  or  i>iiilosophical  devices  (i.  17,  ii.  i).  though  he  is  well  aware 
how  dear  these  arc  to  the  Corinthian  heart.

Paul's 
question  here  is  touched  by  the  Rabhiiiisin 
in  which  he  had  been  trained:  but  th<nit:h 
his  intcrfrctatioit  of  the  (lassaije  is  hardly 
just  to  the  spirit  of  the  Old  Tcstatneiit, 
his  att^iftJtioii  of  it  is  siiiKiilarly  happy. 
As  the  ox  niiist  not  lie  inii//leil.  Imt  must 
be  free  to  feed  as  he  does  his  hard  work 
upon  the  thresliin«-tlo'  r,  so  nuist  the  Chris- 
tian minister  Ik  free  io  "  lat  and  drink" 
at  the  cost  of  the  church  for  vvliicli  he 
works.  Yes,  it  was  for  our  sake  it  was 
written,  to  wit,  that  the  plower  ought 
to  plough  in  hope  and  the  thresher  to 
tliresli.  in  hope  of  sharing.  This  is  liy 
some  regarded  as  a  citation  from  some 
lost  apoiTNplial  honk,  lint  llie  clause  is 
rather  r.rl'liiiialory  of  the  preceiliiiu  ipiota- 
tion  ("to  wit  that"),  than  causal  ("lie- 
caitsc."  as  R.  V.  takes  it).

The  principle  of  the  verse  is  that  the 
worker  shmild  be  relieved  from  all  anxiety,

The 
s'  wer  has  a  riRlit  to  look  for  a  harvest: 
surely  no  one  would  Rrudge  him  a  harvest 
of  so  inferior  a  kind  as  that  which  he 
claims.  It  is  no  great  thing  if  one  who 
brought  them  the  unspeakable  gift  of  the 
gospel  should  have  the  paltry  recompense

r.inl  was.  in  a  nniqne  si'  ■  .  the  father 
of  the  Corinthian  church  (i  ;,).  He  has 
argued  with  skill  and  forcv  r  the  right 
to  tliese  privileges  and  exen  'tions;  but, 
he  goes  on,  we  made  no  use  of  this 
right:  instead,  we  put  up  with  all  sorts 
of  things,  such  things  as  he  enumerates 
in  iv.  1 1  ff. —  hunger,  thirst,  persecution, 
the  contempt  of  the  world.  And  his  rea- 
son for  refusing  to  av;iil  himself  of  what 
he  coidd  li.ive  rightly  cl.ilmed  is  that  we 
may  offer  no  kind  of  (tii>')  hindrance  to 
the  gospel  of  Christ.  His  self-denial  in 
ch.  viii.  was  for  the  brethren's  sake,  here 
it  is  for  the  gospelV  s;ike.  Had  he  insisted 
iipiin  his  rights  as  a  Chri.stian  minister, 
the  'good  news'  might  have  been  misun- 
derstood: the  gospel  must  be  allowed  to 
shine  in  its  own  light,  and  no  conduct  of 
his,  however  innocent,  must  be  allowed  to 
ohsnire  it  (cf.  2  Cor.  xi.  7-ii).

This  has  been  his  settled 
practice  {Kixn/un,  pf.)  to  make  no  use  of 
them  —  a  more  comprehensive  statement 
than  <xpnffiM«*»  (aor.)  vcr.  u.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  how  a  word  of  Jesus  settles 
the  matter.  With  this  appeal  the  discussion 
is  closed.

liis  oppoiKiit^  adnnt  that  \u>  U-ttt-rs  are  inijiro^ive  {j  Cor.  x.  lol.  I  lie  real 
•inestion  is.  whether  the  first  epistle  an>^we^s  to  the  description  ijivcn  in  chs. 
ii.  anil  vii.  A-  tlii^  i-  a!)-olui»lv  dtiiied  In  ^onie  >eh<ilar>.  and  maintained 
liy  oilur-  to  he  lurleitly  po->ilile.  the  quotion  comes  to  be  largely  one  of 
our  conception  of  proltahility.  Would  I'aul.  we  have  to  ask,  Ik?  likely  to 
regret  havintr  written  so  noble  a  letter  as  the  first  epistle?  and  i>  it  reasonable 
t.i  -tippo-e  tliat  lli.it  letter  a>uh\  have  lueii  written  with  aiiL^tii^h  and  tear- r 
'i'lie^e  terms  certaiidy  >eem  -troni;,  if  n>e<l  of  the  fir>t  epi>lle ;  hut  are  they 
Uhi  stront:?  While  there  is  much  in  that  epistle  that  could  Ik^  descriln-d 
as  ••  e.ilm  and  kindly."  there  are  iias^ai^e^  which  -o  ethically  -cn-itive  a  man 
a-  I'anl  mn-t  liavi'  written  with  keen  emotion,  especially  those  wiiicii  deal 
with  lilt  iiu  cstiioiis  man,  with  the  carryinij  of  cases  Ix-'forc  the  heathen  courts, 
and  with  the  heinonsnes>  of  immorality  (v..  vi :  cf.  xv.  .^41.  With  retjard 
to  tlif  iitlu  r  jioint.  jierliaps  wi'  nui^lit  imt  to  prcs-  ton  vi-;«iri>usly  the  statement 
that  I'anl  rej^retted  liavinj;  written  it:  sucli  wonU  rise  readily  to  his  upon, 
aft'ectionate  heart  (2  Cor.  vi.  it)  especially  now  that  he  has  been  cheered 
bv  the  new-  of  their  reptntatu-e.  and  he  may  nuan  im  more  than  that  he 
rcLjrettcd  tile  pain  hi-  letter  had  i;iven  them,  it  cannot  he  said,  liowever. 
that,  s,,  far  a-  these  allusions  -m,  the  case  for  the  identification  <.f  the  letter 
with  I'irst  Corinthians  is  overwhelmingly  conv-ncing.  ^  iiio>t,  it  is  jwissible: 
helot e  \\r  can  -av  wlutlier  it  is  probable  or  not.  we  shall  ha\c  to  consider 
the  contents  of  the  letter. 

On  the  streni;th  of  the  letter,  the  (.  orinthians.  at  least  the  tuajority  of 
them  ( ii.  appear  to  have  severely  punislkd  sdnie  one  who  liad  done  wron;^: 
I  vii.  11.  IJ) — ^  sn  -i  veii  lv  incit  ed  that  I '.nil  ii"W  interi>oses  on  his  behalf, 
asks  them  to  for:.;ive  and  comfort  him.  and  confirm  their  love  towards 
him  (ii.  7.  Who  can  the  offender  Ik-?    If  the  letter  written  with  tears 

he  tlif  lirst  epistle  to  tli'  (  orinthians,  then  the  olTender  will  n;itnr,ill\  he 
the  incestuous  man  oi  ch.  v.  in  that  chapter.  I'anl  in  the  severest  terms 
cf.  ver.  5 )  Jiu«l  insisted  upon  his  excommunication.  I'ut.  as  there  was 
already  disaffiKlton  ill  the  air.  fonienteil  still  further  liy  the  malevolence 
of  his  lud.ii-tif  o]>iionents.  he  m.iv  well  have  ilitridkd  the  i^ravest  .louhts 
a*-  ti'  ilie  reatliiK'ss  of  the  Corinthians  to  acknowleil.L;e  his  authority  and 
coi;ij.!>  ,\ith  his  reque-^t ;  an-l.  now  that  Titus  brin«j>;  back  the  news  of 
tlivir  quickeiietl  mond  sense,  and  of  iluir  /e.il  f'lr  the  purity  of  the  cluirch 
ris  diown  1>\  the  |>uiiishmenl  t>f  the  otYender;  now  that  they  have  proved 
themsehcs  to  he  pure  in  the  matter  ( vii.  III.  and  obc«lient  to  httn  in  all 
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tliinj^>  ( ii.  [)),  he  i>  more  tli;m  i>vcrji>yc"l.  and,  a>  the  ot't'eiuler  himself  iias 
shown  siijns  of  the  deepest  contrition  (ii.  7),  I'aul  i>  as  eaijer  now  to  have 
him  reinstated  a>  lie  fcirmerly  ua-       have  him  exi^ ■iiiinimii.Mud. 

lint  the  identitication  of  tlie  nlVeiKlcr  of  j  t^or.  with  tlie  inee-ltious  per- 
son n{  I  Cor.  hccomes  less  certain  when  we  look  more  cIomIv  at  the 
desiriptinn  of  him.  I'anl  declare^  in  vii.  ij  that  he  wrote  the  letter  "not 
for  tlie  >ake  i<i  him  whu  did  the  wn-if.;."  wln-rea-.  aci'TiliiiL;  I"  1  t  "f  v. 
5.  it  was  preci>ely  for  hi>  >ake  -  "  that  the  ^jiirit  may  he  -^aved  in  the  ilay 
of  the  Loril  |e<ns."  The  references  to  the  ofTender  in  ii.  3-10  make  it 
at  le,i-t  ]iii--ih!r  th.it  it  i^  I'liiil  Wii^m  he  lia^  otYendid  I'.ml  and  u<<l  the 
fatlier.  w  iio-e  wife  he  had  taken,  wmild  he  the  man  w  ho  h.i-  "  >iil'fered  the 
wmiiL;  "  (  vii.  12).  I'anl  apparently  ha>  j^odd  rea>on  to  feel  specially  a;;- 
urieved  ( ii.  5),  hnt  thonj^h  most  ileeply  wounded,  he  has  already  mo»t 
freely  and  Inllv  f"rL;i\en.  iia-  L;i\eit  ri^e  I"  tlu-  i<!ca  lliai   "ii  -"ine 

recent  vi-it  to  (  <irinth  (to  hi'  ili>cn->ed  afterwards  1  i'aul  li.id  heeii  i;i(>s^iy 
insulted  hy  some  one.  and  had  afterwards  demanded  reparation  in  a  letter 
written  with  an.ijuish  and  tears;  the  demand  had  heiu  s, ,  /cidnn-viy  .nce.Kd 
to  hy  the  now  penitent  coii'^^recatii m  that  I'aid  prays  fur  cleiiieney  u<i'  the 
ot'fiiider.  and  ofTers  him  his  own  fois.;ivi.'ness.  In  favor  of  this  view,  it  is 
urjLied  that  Paul  could  not  have  si)oken  of  the  otTen<ler  as  kiiiently  as  he 
doi-s.  ii;id  crinu'  ln-eii  that  of  iiu-e-t  :  tlie  -tern  and  -'ili  iiiii  ^eiitenci'  of 
excomnnmieation  a]']>ropriate  to  such  a  crime  couhi  not  iiavi'  hien  so 
swiftly  anfl  completely  reversed,  fhtt  the  art,aiment  is  hasty.  The  sinner 
wa-  clearly  not  indirfereiii  i^'  the  wrdicl  pidnotmced  upon  him.  there  is  a 
danmr  that  lie  ma\'  he  "  sw.iH,  i\\  td  up  widi  his  uvermtich  -orrow  "  i  ii.  ~); 
and  simire  penitence  Xvotild  nio^t  natnralK  he  nut  hy  com|iUtt  furi^ive- 
nes-<.  which  Paul  hestow-  as  "in  the  presence  of  t'hrist  "  ( ii.  10).  In  a 
true  sciist\  the  re;d  oldect  nf  the  I'xci 'ininunic.i'ioii  w'.as  "  ticither  f' ir  the 
s.'ike  of  him  that  di<l  or  suftiTed  w  rou^  "  (  vii.  1  _■ ) .  hnt  the  preservation 
or  rather  the  rehahilitation  of  the  purity  of  the  church  (vii.  11.  1  (.'or.  v.  7). 
the  deepeniiii^  ne  CMiisciotisness  df  its  spiritual  oliliL;atii mis.  it  cannot 
he  said  'Iteti  ili.it  die  alliisinn-  to  the  otTender  are  altoL^cther  me.  ■n-i-ient 
with  the  idea  that  he  is  tlu'  incestuous  ]ti-rson  of  I  l"or.  \.  and  tin-  aL;.(in 
would  ijreailv  heighten  the  |>rohahility  that  the  letter  written  with  tears 
was  the  first  epistle  to  the  (  orinihian-. 

The  complicated  (piestinns  raised  hy  the  allusiniis  to  the  "  letter  "  arc 
still  more  !.;ravely  complicated  hy  allusions  to  his  visits  to  forinth.  in  spite 
<if  the  slender  douht  that  attaches  to  the  somewhat  amhiLmous  phrase  '  tir,> 
is  the  third  time  /  iiiii  rrijilv  to  i-oiiie  to  voii  "  (  \ii.  iji  it  i-  n-a-ou.ilily 
certain  that  hefore  he  wrote  the  second  I'pisile  he  hatl  airead)  heen  in 
Corinth  twice,  and  is  now  contcmplalinn  a  thinl  visit  ( xiii.  1 ),  which  he 
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carrirc!  mit  (  Act-  xx.  j  f.  I. —  indeed  lir  wnli  -  llii-  opi-ilc  on  tlic  way  ( ix.  2, 
w.  I  I.  lie  -av-  expressly  —  the  1aiij;ii.'iL;e  rapahle  <it  no  other  nat- 
ural interpretation  that  he  hatl  been  pre-i  iit  liii  Corinth)  tlw  second 
tni'i-   I  \iii.   J  I.     'Ilial  the  <>ni'  o  inlcniplaud.   a-   -         suppose,  in 

I  (  "T.  iv.  iS  Ji. —  iiad  hien  a  very  i>aintiil  one — (  (or.  ii.  1):  he  Iiad 
been  completely  humiliated  by  the  imehastity  and  inipenitenee  of  niatiy  (  xii. 
JI  I.  Where  are  we  to  plare  thi-  vi-it  and  has  it  any  cuniiection  with  the 
leiter  writtiii  in  ani^iii-h  and  tear-? 

Tnere  is  a  larL;e  body  of  opinion  in  favor  of  the  idea  that  the  second  vi<it 
fall-  between  the  lir-t  ami  -ecoml  epistles.  With  more  oi-  li--  nioditication, 
the  L;itural  -ituaiion  i-  ii-iially  tlien  recou-tnuMi'd.  a-  follow-,  .\iiit  -end- 
ing; liie  lir-t  leller,  i'aul  deter:iiine-  to  vi-il  t'oriiiili  per-onally.  whether 
iK'canse  of  an  unfavorable  account  which  Timothy  (l  Cor.  iv.  17,  xvi.  10) 
niav  have  brMii-Iil  him  ithouuh  it  not  ccrlain  lli.it  Timoiliy  actually 
reached  t\>rinth,  Act-  xix.  j.'i.  or  liec,iu-e  he  intended  to  prolont;  hi>  -tay 
in  l'i>hesus  a  little  beyond  his  original  iil.iii.  ( >n  reaching:  Corinth,  he  tiiid.s 
the  i>revalent  inood  anylhiuL;  but  iriciidly.  the  cliiinli  -itimu  I}  di-iurbed, 
hi-  iul'iieiici'  miderniiiied  .and  hi-  .aiitliority  i']ialierii;ed  by  lii-  juilai/im^ 
opp  lunt-.  Till-  would  then  lie  tile  visit  which  he  had  made  in  pain,  the 
occasion  upon  which  his  Cod  had  humiliated  hint.  The  air  was  rife  with 
calumny  and  iusult,  a-  in  any  case  we  t^ather  from  x.-\iii..  and  -onie  one. 
more  darini,'  or  viruletit  that'  the  re-l,  publicly  insulted  him  (this  would 
then  be  the  man  "  who  di<l  the  wron-  "  1.  In  any  case,  for  whatever  reason 
—  Paul's  malady  ha-  been  MiLi-e-ied  as  a  rea-on  (xii.  7.  ( lal.  iv.  14) — his 
;i]ii>e;ir.iiu'e  w.i-  altoL^rtlur  inelTective.  and  went  to  ju-tify  the  taunls  of  his 
adversaries  ( x.  10).  lie  left  in  .-orrow  and  iudi,!,niation,  and  afterwards 
wrote  the  letter  whose  severity  he  was  inclincfl  to  rei^ret.  Titus,  appar- 
entlv  the  most  eueri;etic  and  diiilomaiic  of  {'aid's  co.id jutors.  went  to  t'or- 
intli  eiiluT  with  or  <oon  after  the  letter,  with  the  roull  that  the  altitude  of 
tile  (.  oriiiihiatis  ti'wards  I'aul  was  chan.Ljed  from  rebellion  to  penitence  and 
apoloi^v.  Titus  returned  with  the  trood  news,  meelini;  Paul  in  Macedonia, 
wiureupoii  I'aul.  his  feveri-h  .anxiety  now  at  re-t.  wrott'  hi-  -econd  epi-tle 
amid  conllictinj;  emotiotis  of  j^ratitude  at  the  restoratioti  of  coufidence  be- 
tween himself  and  the  Ctirinthinn  church,  and  indijjnation  at  the  unworthy 
attempts  of  his  opponent-  to  injure  his  ri]>utatiou  and  ruin  his  inllueme. 

(  >n  thi-  view  the  letter  would  not  be  hirst  Corinthians,  but  one  inter- 
medi.ite  between  the  tir-t  :ind  -econd  epi-tles.  The  proposal  has  been  maile 
to  identify  this  letter  with  the  last  four  chapters  of  the  -ecoud  epi-tle 
(x."\iii.l  which  undoubtedlv  f<irm  a  coniiiact  -t'ction  by  ihem-elve-.  and 
which  are  written  with  an  irony,  an  incisiveness,  and  a  severity  which 
an-wer  not  unaptly  to  his  descriptions  of  the  letter.  Httt  practically  fatal 
to  this  view  is  the  fact  that  there  is  in  these  chapters  no  allusion,  a.<i  there 
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must  have  been  in  the  letter,  to  the  otTemler;  an<l  tltere  i>-  in  reaUty  no 
valid  reason  for  separating  elis.  x.-xiii.  finm  tlie  re^t  of  the  -  pi-tlo. 

ThiTe  can  he  iii>  dmil)!  lh;il,  on  tlii-~  -.i-lunu'  ><{  iMiit^,  ilu'  I'litiK-  iiitiT- 
inediate  vi>it.  followed  hy  liie  >e\ere  iiiit  -mi-fs,iiil  Ittler.  pre^etit^  a  very 
plausible  eonibination ;  but  it  cannot  In?  saitl  to  be  absolutely  nece>sary.  If 
the  letter  wliicli  \va-~  written  in  sorrow  and  inodiut i\ e  of  -oiiow  may  l.iirly 
l)e  identified  with  the  tir-t  epi>tle  —  and  i'.ernard  i>  certainly  within  the 
truth  when  he  >ays  that  "it  ha>  not  been  jiroved  that  the  '  Painful  Letter* 
of  J  Cor.  ii.  4.  vii.  8.  eatniot  have  been  the  I  "ir>t  I'.pistle  " — then  one  link  in 
the  chain  i--  weak,  if  not  lirokiii.  \nd.  a-  thrrr  were  certainly  two 
and  no  evidence  hut  tliat  of  inference  for  an  intermediate  vi-it.  tlic  possi- 
bility must  be  admitted  that  both  visits  fell  before  the  first  epistle. 

The  second  eiiistle  wa~  |irol)al)!y  written  a  tew  month-  aftii  ilic  tii-t. 
somewhere  in  the  laily  winter  of  the  same  y»'ar  (?  37  A.I).  I.  \\  i'  find 
I'aul  in  Acts  \\.  ^  leavini;  ( .nece.  after  his  third  an<l  last  visit,  I'or  jerusa- 
1cm.  As  this  was  alMuit  Kaster.  and  he  had  speiu  three  nion'ii  in  <  ireeeo 
(Acts  \\.  (ii  we  may  conjectin\'  that  he  arrived  llieie  fi^.m  l'|>li(-iis 
alM)Ut  the  end  of  the  precedinj;  }ear.  As  we  have  no  rea-on  Ut  lii'.ieve 
that  his  journey  from  l-".|)hesus  to  i'orinth  by  Maeedimia  (  .\c's  xx.  l,  2) 
oceupiei!  any  considerable  Icnu'li  of  time,  we  may  faiily  as-iime  tliai  i'.iiil 
left  I-'plu'sUs  in  the  autiunn  —  later  therefore  th;m  he  had  ori;>;inal!y  planned, 
as  he  iiail  iiiteniled  to  >tay  in  l'".i)hesii-  only  till  I'eiUecost  [  1  t  or.  xvi.  St.

101  ;  it  i>  clear  that  the  tnatter  had  already  been  .heir  mimls 
and  that  they  ha<l  written  to  ask  Paul's  advice  ab<iut  the  best  manner  of 
raisin;;  the  money  (  t  ("or.  xvi.  i  ). 

The  letter  fall>  naturally  into  three  I'arts;  lai  chs.  i.  vii..  which,  while 
embracinii  a  variety  of  personal  m.Uier-.  deal  in  txeneral  with  the  t;lory  of 
the  new  dispen-;ii ion  a-  i-oiitra-leil  with  the  oM  ;  (  lu  eh-,  \iii.-ix.  constitute 
a  i)lea  for  a  liberal  colleitioii  for  the  |iid.i-.m  poor;  ici  *hs.  -xiii.  are  a 
very  spirited  vindication  <n'  hitif^elf  and  assault  upon  hi-  op|)onents.  His  dis- 
po>ition  of  the  lettiT.  as  ileimiii  jM  inis  out,  is  vry  skilful.  The  jia-s.-i^e 
dealing'  with  the  i-o!lection  for  llie  I'lda'an  jionr.  placed  a-  it  midwriy 
iR'tweiii  llic  other  two,  on  the  i^tie  hand  seaU  the  claim  to  authority  which 
I'aul  has  luade  or  implied  in  the  first  section,  and  prepares  for  the  |>oU'mic 
■ii^;iiiis!  his  Indai-tic  oi-.ni ini_nts  in  thi'  ilijrd.  hcsiiles  sn'j;ji  s!n!;_'  !!!'  I'ieniallv. 
hy  his  .luectionate  sulieitude  for  the  JtKkean  |)oor,  tiiat,  wh.iie.er  1  pen 
charges  or  covert  iu>inuati«»ns  his  opponents  may  make,  there  is  no  quarrel 
between  himself  and  the  leaders  of  the  Jerusalem  church.

which  the  aiiih'ir  of  Act-  rci^ard-  a-  a  di-ii<>-ltion  of  i 'rovideiice."'  Tliou'^li 
tlure  i-  no  acconni  in  the  brief  notice  of  .\ct-  xvi.  (>.  of  the  fomidinLj  of 
churches  in  North  (ialatia,  this  is  as  t^fMul  as  imjilied  by  the  subse<|uent  notice 
in  xviii.  ^  iliat  I'atil  "went  throimh  the  rcL'.ioii  of  (i.ilati.i  and  I']iryi.;ia.  in 
order,  i-slul'Hsliiii;:,  all  the  disciples."  '1  he  date  of  the  letter  is  as  ditticnlt 
to  detcrmit.e  as  its  de-tin.ntion.  but  it  must  obviously  fall  after  Paul's  second 
visit  to  (ialatia  —  wliether  very  -01  in  after  or  not  will  de])end  iiixm  the  inter- 
jin-t.-ition  of  Iii-  conii>Iaiiit  that  the  (lalatiaiis  were  "so  (luickly  "  chanjiinj; 
tlu  ir  alk-iaiicc  ( i.  (>).  In  any  case,  we  cannot  ^o  far  wronsj;  in  assij4;ninj;  the 
letter  to  the  jieriod  of  Paul's  loni;  stay  at  l^ihesus,  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
thiri!  nii--ionarv  iourncx.  and  probalily  to  the  year  55  A.l). 

Tlie  iiieniber-liip  of  the  ( ialatian  churches  imi-t  have  been.  i)erhaps  not 
fxclu-ivelv,  but  at  any  rate  predominantly,  of  Gentile  extractiim.  They  are 
<lescril)ed  as  havinji  formerly  Ik-cu  idolater-,  ignorant  of  the  true  ("lod.  and 
tliev  were  ii-icircnnici-eil  1  v.  j,  vi.  therct'ore  they  cannot  have  been  jew-. 
Tlie  fact  tli.it  the  (  )Id  l  e-tanieiit  is  fre(|uently  a]>pealed  to,  and  a  knowIediLje 
of  it  pre>-uppo-ed,  is  far  from  provinij  that  the  majority  of  the  rea<lers  were 
I>\vi-li.  (  liri-ti.in  itrcachiiiL:.  fmdinL;'  a<  it  did  in  ("liri-t  tlie  fultillmcnt  of 
the  proiiii-es,  could  hardly  ignore  tlie  ( )ld  Te-taiiient :  but  apart  from  this,  the 
peculiar  nature  of  the  situation  out  of  which  the  epistle  firew.  rendered 
the  appeal  to  the  <MJ  '!';  -!  . nwMit  iiu  vit  .Mc  Tn  this  Paul's  opponents  had 
appealed,  and  he  -iiniilv  lo^k       the  cliallen'..;e. 

It  is  clear  that  there  wa-  ori;aiiized  oppo-ition  to  Paul  on  the  part  of 
Jewish  (.  hristians  who  rescnte*!  his  attitude  to  their  national  law  and  insti- 
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tutions.    These  agitators  had  probably  come  fnnii  the  mother  church  at 

Jeni:^alem,  like  tlio-e  \\Iii>  had  ili^iiir1>ed  the  cliurili  at  Anti'u  li  \>y  tiarhiiii;

Tliev  had  not  i'anr>  tjenins  for  >epar;ilin,L;  tlie  o^eniial  Ironi  tlie  accitlental 
in  reiis;ion;  tliey  eoiild  not  see  tliat.  as  tile  C  hri-tian  religion  was  final,  it 
needed  no  buttress  from  |udai-ni,  and  that  t.i  in-i  t  ti]"  n  thi  imc^ity  of 
(ili-erviiiL;'  lewi^h  rili'<  aii'l  eeri'iin  .nie--  w,i~  pf.u-liraUy  to  ileiiy  ihe  ^uttKH  lu  y 
of  C  hri-t.  If  they,  a>  Jew-,  cared,  a>  a  niatu  r  of  iiahi!,  to  retain  tlio-c  iIihil;-. 
there  was  no  reason  why  they  should  not  ;  hut  to  iinpo-e  theni  upon  ( lentile^ 
wa-  to  mistake  altogether  the  i^etiiii-  ;ind  the  deniaiiiK  <•(  (  hri -i laiuly .  Al- 
ready, in  Taul's  ah>ence.  they  had  made  coti-ideralile  headway;  iiiiiier  tlie 
fascination  of  their  arijuments.  the  (ialatiaiis  were  l)ei;ini)in„'  to  oh-t  rve  the 
sacred  dav^  of  the  jewi>h  caKndar  ( iv.  lol,  and  tlu  \  wnc  l  onteiiiiilatniLC 
circunici-ion  i  v.  j.  \  i.  iji.  Tlu'ir  ari;unuiit  ajipear-  t"  lia\e  Ik  i  ii,  not  indeed 
that  tlie^e  thin.^rs  were  ah-olulely  ohli-atory.  hut  dial  lliey  -et  the  crown  u|m>!1 
the  salvation  which  was  already  their>  in  Christ:  acceptance  of  the  Jewish 
law  secured  their  ]ilu-e  ni>'re  tiriiily.  s, ,  i,,  -prak,  hy  hriiiuiiiu'  dieiii  delinitely 
within  the  pale  of  the  chosen  people.    It  was  a  louusel  of  juTtection.
